Winter  Carnival 
Raises  $1,800 


The  Big  Brothers'  Association  of 
York  County  received  a  great  boost 
from  the  boys  of  the  School  as  a  result 
of  their  very  successful  winter  carnival 
held  in  February.  Planned,  organized 
and  carried  out  by  the  students  them- 
selves, the  day  long  effort  produced  net 
proceeds  totalling  $1,800  after  all  ex- 
penses were  paid.  Norman  Stewart,  in 
charge  of  the  kitchen  and  dining  hall 
at  S.A.C.  and  member  of  the  executive 
of  the  Big  Brothers  Association,  accept- 
ing with  his  "little  brother"  the  cheque 
on  behalf  of  the  Association,  said  "this 
money  will  enable  us  to  open  up  Big 
Brother  activity  in  three  new  towns  in 
the  county."  As  most  people  know,  the 
Big  Brother  movement  sponsors  bo\s 
who  have  lost  their  fathers. 

Robert  Boyd,  in  Grade  13  and  son  of 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Russell  T.  Boyd.  Willow- 
dale,  is  Chairman  of  the  students'  Pub- 
lic Service  Committee  and  in  charge  of 
arrangements  for  the  carnival.  Present- 
ing the  cheque  on  behalf  of  the  School 
to  Mr.  Stewart,  Robert  pointed  out  that 
the  success  of  the  event  was  largely  due 
to  the  wonderful  turn  out  of  parents.

Books  Needed  for 
New  Library 

The   new   and   expanded    Library   was 
opened    for   use    just   before    spring    va- 
cation.    St.  Andrew's  can  be  pardonably 
proud    of    this    fine   new    facility,    made 
possible   by  the  generous   gift   of  Mr.   J. 
K.  Macdonald.   Chairman   of  the   Board 
of   Governors.      It   is   now  almost   three 
times  the  size  of  the  former  Library,  and 
includes  over  40  individual  study  carrels, 
seminar     rooms.    Librarian's    office    and 
workroom,   audio   visual   equipment  cen- 
tre,   storeroom,    as    well    as   greatly    en- 
larged shelf  space   for  books.     The  A  V 
Centre    includes   a    video   tape    recorder, 
tapes,   films   and   slides  on   a   variety  of 
subjects.      There   is   an   informal   reading 
area    with    large    cushions    on    the    floor 
which  seems   To  be   very   popular.     The 
Honour    Boards   perpetuating   the    names 
of  students  who  have  distinguished  them- 
selves  at    S.A.C.   have   been    rearranged, 
and   are  handsomely   incorporated   in  the 
overall  colour  scheme  of  soft  beige  and 
white.     The  entire  floor  is  broadloomed 
in  crimson.     The  Library  is  really   most 
impressive  and  well  worth  a  visit  to  see. 
With    additions!    shelf   '">ace   available 
but   still    a   limited    budget    for  purchase 
of  books.   Association  members  are  ask- 
ed  to   consider   donations  of  books  suit- 
able   for    students    up    to   college    level. 
Such    an    opportunity    comes    up    some- 
times   when     family     estates    are     being 
broken    up    and    household    effects    dis- 
tributed. 

The  Library  now  has  shelf  space  for 
10.000  volumes  plus  but  only  about 
4500  on  hand.  Unfortunately,  too.  many 
of  these  are  in  poor  condition  and  some 
no  longer  of  much  use.  Budget  limit- 
ations do  not  allow  for  purchase  of  cur- 
rent fiction.  Such  books  including  paper 
backs  in  good  repair  would  be  welcome.

Annual  Giving  1971 

Jim  Knowles  '43,  Chairman  of  Annual 
Giving  for  the  S.A.C.  Association,  re- 
ports that  the  Parents  and  Old  Boys 
Committees  are  busy  making  their  fol- 
low-ups to  those  members  who  still  have 
the  matter  in  their  "pending  file".  He 
reminds  everyone  that  the  financial  year 
end   for   donations  ends  June    30th. 

The  main  task  for  the  Committee  is 
still  to  convince  some  that  the  Annual 
Giving  program  is  a  continuing  one. 
and  that  an  appeal  goes  out  each  year 
to  all  Old  Boys  and  parents.  This  year 
an  invitation  to  participate  was  also  sent 
to  parents  of  former  students  which  has 
produced    an    encouraging     response. 

He  stresses  that  as  far  as  Old  Boys 
are  concerned  the  primary  objective  is 
to  obtain  as  wide  participation  as  pos- 
sible and  the  amount  of  the  donation  is 
secondary.  "It  isn't  necessary  to  wait 
until  you've  made  your  first  million". 
Jim  says,  "and  the  majority  of  Old  Boys 
should  be  able  to  spare  at  least  a  $10. 
bill  for  their  old  school.  Of  course  lar- 
ger donations  are   welcome,   too!" 

Proceeds  from  Annual  Giving  are 
channeled  into  the  scholarship  and  bur- 
sary fund  to  enable  deserving  boys  to 
attend  S.A.C.  whose  parents  or  guardians 
are  unable  to  afford  the  school  fees. 
The  school  also  depends  upon  funds 
from  this  source  to  assist  in  meeting  its 
mortgage  interest  and  principal  payments. 
Both  are  worthy  causes  and  St.  Andrew's, 
like  other  similar  schools,  looks  to  those 
who  have  enjoyed  its  benefits  to  ensure 
its  continued  existence.  Ever  since  the 
founding  of  S.A.C.  in  1899  the  policy 
has  been  to  establish  the  annual  fee 
structure  to  cover  operating  costs  only, 
so  the  funds  for  any  other  purpose  must 
come    from   other   sources.

Cheque  should  be  made  payable  to  the 
St.  Andrew's  College  Foundation  and 
sent  to  the  School  in  Aurora.  Receipts 
deductible  for  tax  purposes  are  issued 
promptly.

Winter  Term  Athletics 


The  winter  term  at  S.A.C.  once  again 
saw  a  busy  schedule  of  athletic  activity 
with  school  representative  earns  and 
house  league  games  in  hockey,  basket- 
ball, swimming,  fencing,  judo  and  skiing. 
Out  of  a  total  enrollment  of  320,  165 
boys  played  on  school  teams  during 
the  term  while  most  of  the  remainder 
were  in  house  leagues.  This  is  in  keep- 
ing with  the  overall  School  policy  of 
stressing  the  widest  possible  participation 
lather  than  concentration  on  winning 
teams. 

However,  St.  Andrew's  usually  comes 
up  with  its  share  of  games  won  and 
championships,  and  this  year  was  no 
exception.  The  First  Basketball  team 
emerged  champions  of  the  Independent 
Schools  A.  A.  for  the  third  time  in  the 
past  four  years,  defeating  all  its  op- 
ponents in  league  play.  Freshman  coach 
Mr.  Dennis  Karis  thus  maintained  the 
record  of  his  predecessors.  Mr.  Geoff 
Smith  and  Mr.  Walter  Froese.  The 
Seconds  and  Thirds  also  had  excellent 
seasons. 

Macdonald  House  really  distinguished 
itself  by  producing  an  undefeated  'A' 
Hockey  Team  and  Swim  Team.  The 
future  for  the  senior  teams  looks  bright 
if   these    boys   stay    together. 

The  Senior  Swim  Team  relinquished 
its  three  year  tenure  of  the  I.S.A.A. 
title  to  a  well  balanced  U.C.C.  squad 
but  hopes  to  be  back  in  contention  next 
year. 

As  well  as  organized  sports  a  large 
number  of  boys  went  skiing  on  Sundays 
to  the  Collingwood  area  where  cond- 
itions were  ideal  this  past  winter.

Gordon  Roy  McGregor 


St.  Andrew's  in  March  of  this  year 
lost  a  distinguished  Old  Bov  in  Gordon 
Roy  McGregor,  C.C.,  O.B.E.,  D.F.C.. 
LL.D.  After  attending  S.A.C.  from 
1917  to  1920  Gordon  went  to  McGill 
University  and  graduated  in  engineering. 
He  then  joined  the  Bell  Telephone  Co. 
and  rose  to  become  district  manager  at 
Kingston,  Ottawa  and  later  Montreal. 
During  this  time  he  was  very  active  in 
flying  and  three  times  won  the  John 
Webster  Trophy,  generally  regarded  as 
the  award  to  the  best  amateur  pilot  in 
Canada.  In  1940  he  enlisted  in  the 
R.C.A.F..  completed  his  training  in  re- 
cord time  and  proceeded  overseas.  He 
took  part  in  the  Battle  of  Britain  and  in 
October  of  the  same  year  was  awarded 
the  Distinguished  Flying  Cross  for  des- 
troying three  enemy  planes  and  damag- 
ing many  others.  Gordon  was  promoted 
rapidly  to  Wing  Commander  then  Group 
Captain  commanding  R.C.A.F.  units  in 
Alaska  and  in  1944  went  to  Headquart- 
ers in  England. 

In  1945  he  commanded  No.  126  TAF 
Fighter  Wing  across  Europe,  the  strik- 
ing force  of  the   British  Second   Army. 

Following  the  war  Gordon  became 
General  Traffic  Manager  of  Trans  Can- 
ada Airlines  and  in  1948  was  appointed 
President,  the  job  he  held  with  great 
distinction  for  20  years.  These  were 
the  years  of  tremendous  expansion  in 
air  travel  and  he  is  credited  with  bringing 
T.C.A.  (now  Air  Canada)  to  its  position 
of  renown   among  airlines  of  the  world. 

In  1968.  just  prior  to  his  retirement, 
he  returned  to  his  old  school  to  give 
the  Prize  Day  address.  On  that  occasion 
he  arrived  by  helicopter,  landing  on  the 
Quad  before  the  startled  eyes  of  the 
assembled  students,  parents  and  Old 
Boys  a  few  minutes  before  ceremonies 
were  due  to  begin. 

Gordon  McGregor's  outstanding  con- 
tribution to  his  country  was  recognized 
when  he  was  made  a  Companion  of  the 
Order   of  Canada   in    1970.
